We are keeping up with shipping schedule 
so far in almost all cases, but labor is 
scarce this year. Send in orders now, 
even if you don't want shipments until 
May. We need 7 to 10 days notice. 


Fertilizers (artiticial kinds) are get- 
ting scarce. Try the natural kinds on 
the back of this folder. They are real 
soil-builders, not mere temporary meals.
